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Hail to the Chief 


Former New York Police Commission- 
er William Bratton won the three-way 
race for Chief of the Los Angeles Police 
Department last month. Each of the 
three finalists for Chief exemplified 
qualities both the public and rank and 
file desire in a Chief. 

Challenges lie ahead of Chief Bratton, 
not the least of which is a police force 
hampered by low morale. I am sure LAPD 
officers look forward to working with 
Chief Bratton to achieve in Los Angeles 
the same kind of decrease in crime and 
increase in morale he brought to the 
NYPD. I am heartened that in his first pub- 
lic comments, he put the well-being of his 
troops at the top of his agenda. I encourage 
you to join me in furthering our efforts to 
familiarize ourselves with his plans for the 
LAPD. Initial conversations with Chief 
Bratton demonstrate that he is truly inter- 
ested in working with our membership in a 
collaborative and productive manner. 

The Board emphasized the concerns 
of the community and the needs of the 
rank and file in our initial meeting with 
Chief Bratton in late September.

Listening: The Key 
to Leadership 


In August of 1997, former LAPD 
Police Chief Ed Davis (1980 to 1992) 
authored an op-ed in the Los Angeles 
Times entitled, “Advice to the New Guy 
From an Old Hand.” The column was 
and was an open letter to incoming Chief 
Bernard Parks. 

Chief Davis advised Parks to “remem- 
ber, in a police department, no one knows 
what’s happening except the officers on 
the beat. Listen to them. I spent one after- 
noon a week for eight-and-a-half years 
listening to a cross-section of senior lead 
officers, who met with me and my three

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assistant chiefs. We asked them questions 
and listened, and we made changes night 
then and there when they were indicated.” 

Davis continued, “You might now 
think you are the boss, but wow, do you 
have bosses! One mayor, five commis- 
sioners, 15 council members and more 
than 3 million members of the public all 
have a justified concern with your 
department’s performance. Listen, listen, 
listen. Serving the public is a big job.” 

The last piece of advice to Parks was to 
always remember that while he was very 
bright, successful leadership required a 
willingness to share the credit for innova- 
tion with others. Said Davis, “Give them 
lots of credit. You can get a lot done if 
you don’t care who gets the credit.” 

Well, five years later, the column and 
its points remain as valid as ever. Events 
of the last five years under Chief Parks 
have amply demonstrated the wisdom of 
the advice of Chief Davis. The LAPD 
organization, rank-and-file officers, and 
the citizens of Los Angeles would have 
been much better off had Chief Parks 
heeded any part of the advice given by 
Chief Davis. 

I have sent a copy of Chief Davis’ col- 
umn to Chief Bratton. I am confident 
that this time his sage advice will not 
meet a deaf ear. 


Response to

We have received numerous calls and 
letters from investigators with the Cniti- 
cal Incident Investigation Division, upset 
about Gary Ingemunson’s September 
Blue Line article in his “Warning Bells” 
column. I would like to apologize for any 
misunderstanding about the article, and 
emphasize that we never meant to single 
out and individually criticize anyone with 
CIID. The division is staffed by many 
good investigators who have ensured a 
fair transition as changes have been made 
at CIID. We have confidence in the CIID 


investigators, and know that they are 
there for LAPD officers 24 hours a day, 
doing the best job they possibly can. 


Cybercrime 


While I did not mean to turn the Presi- 
dent’s message into the “Oprah Book 
Club”. I recently read a fascinating book 
by Debra Shinder, a former Texas Police 
Sergeant and Police Academy Instructor, 
turned IT professional. Called, Scene of the 
Cybercrime, this book is packed with use- 
fal information for every police officer, 
regardless of level, since we are all now 
forced to deal with the hundreds of new 
ways computer criminals steal millions of 
dollars every year from people worldwide. 

“Cybercrime” is a catch-all term used 
to describe criminal activity committed in 
the virtual world of “cyberspace” — that 
is, the use of Internet to commit a crim1- 
nal offense. While hackers, crackers and 
network attackers are the most obvious 
example, not all crimes of this type 
require a high level of technical experuse, 
and many are just the “same old stuff 
(fraud/con games, theft, illegal gambling, 
child pornography, etc.), done in a new- 
fangled way, using computer technology. 

The book begins with an overview of 
what cybercrime is and the history of online 
lawbreaking. The book explores the tech- 
nology behind the cybercrime phenome- 
non. including an overview of how comput- 
ers work, how they communicate on net- 
works, and why this information matters 1n 
understanding and investigating varlous 
types of cyber-offenses. Common network 
intrusions and attacks that we read about in 
the newspapers (such as port scanning, 
password cracking, Denial of Service, virus 
and Trojan attacks) are explained in detail. 

Cybercrime prevention 1s addressed as 
a multi-layered issued, and there is an 
exhaustive discussion of preventative 
techniques ranging from educating com-

I like to think that police officers per- 
form community service every day in 
their patrol or investigation duties. You 
are out there 24 hours a day, protecting 
the residents of our city and helping 
them solve a variety of problems. 

As a result, | am amazed every time | 
hear about officers who dedicate time 
outside of their jobs to volunteer their 
efforts to charitable causes. I know there 
are many of you involved in a variety of 
capacities with volunteer organizations, 
such as your children’s schools, organiza- 
tions within the neighborhoods you patrol 
or charities supporting disease research. 

But I have yet to hear anyone as dedi- 
cated to a cause as two members of the 
LAPD, who have committed to training 
for and participating in a 111-mile bicy- 
cle event to raise money for cancer 
research. 

Detective Annie Zibli from the Inter- 
nal Affairs Group and her husband, Offi- 
cer Elliot Zibli of the Narcotics Division, 
will participate in “El Tour de Tucson” 
on November 23, as part of the Team in 
Training on behalf of the Greater Los 
Angeles Chapter of the Leukemia and 
Lymphoma Society. The 20th Anniver- 
sary event follows a course along the 
pemmeter of Tucson. 

When the LAPPL heard about their 
quest to raise the funds necessary to pur- 
chase their equipment and meet their 
minimum fundraising requirement to be 
able to participate in the race, we 
stepped in to support them with the 
funds they needed to proceed. 

The Leukemia and Lymphoma Soci- 
ety is a national voluntary health agency 
dedicated to curing leukemia, lym- 
phoma, Hodgkin’s disease and myeloma. 
Team in Training is an endurance-train- 
ing program for runners, walkers, 
cyclists and tri-athletes, whose activities 
benefit the Leukemia and Lymphoma 
Society. It is the world’s largest 
endurance sports training program, and 
provides participants with the coaching, 
training and the travel opportunities nec- 
essary to achieve their athletic goals. 
There are more than 30,000 people who 
will participate in the world’s major 
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marathons and centuries this year on 
behalf of the Society. 

Seventy-five percent of the funds 
raised by Detective Zibli and Officer 
Zibli will go directly to research. The 
Greater Los Angeles Chapter funds 
research at seven facilities, including the 
Los Angeles City of Hope, Childrens 
Hospital Los Angeles and the University 
of Southern California. They have each 
pledged to ride over 2,200 miles in train- 
ing to prepare for the marathon event, 
which equals between one and six hours 
per day, five days per week, every week 
until the marathon — on top of their 
duties at the LAPD! 

The Zibli’s are motivated by the chil- 
dren who are battling Leukemia they 
have met since joining Team in Training. 
These children and the devastating effect 
cancer has had on both them and their 
families and friends have prompted the 
two riders to commit to raise as much 
funds as possible for the cause. An esti- 
mated 106,700 people in the U.S. will be 
diagnosed with leukemia, lymphoma, 
and myeloma this year; an estimated 
60,400 persons in the U.S. will die from 
these diseases this year. 

The LAPPL is pleased to support the 
activities of our officers, particularly 
those dedicated to a worthwhile cause 
such as cancer research. It is always 
admirable when officers not only show 
dedication and perseverance in their daily 
jobs, but also in their free time pursuits. 

Detective Zibli and Officer Zibli are 
continuing to raise funds as the race 
approaches later this month. If you 
would be interested in supporting your 
fellow officers for this worthy cause, 
checks should be made payable to the 
Leukemia and Lymphoma Society, and 
donations should be sent to Annie and 
Elliot Zibli, PRO.

Former LAPD PSR 
Saves Sheriff’s Life 


Former LAPD PSR Jocelyn Roberts 
left the “Big City”’for rural Jerome 
County, Idaho where she joined the 
Sheriffs Department. Jerome County is 
located in southern Idaho, almost due 
north of where the borders of Idaho, 
Utah and Nevada come together. 

The leader of Jerome County’s polic- 
ing organization is Sheriff Jim Weaver, a 
highly respected retired LAPD Officer 
who reported that “despite its beauty and 
seeming tranquility, rural policing can 
be very dangerous. In a rural area, the 
sheriff and other top administrators have 
to be actively involved in patrol and 
investigative work as well as running the 
administrative ship.” 

We saw Sheriff Weaver at the recent 
Top Cops Awards program where he told 
us that he has had several shootings in 
the small towns of his county over the 
past few years. He nominated Under 
Sheriff Jocelyn Roberts for the presti- 
gious Top Cops Award based on her 
brave actions in the midst of a tragic 
firefight where two Jerome deputies 
were killed in the tiny town of Eden, 
Idaho. 

Roberts was part of an entry team that 
was attempting to serve a search warrant 
on a suspect who instead of cooperating, 
opened fire on the deputies of the entry 
team. Sheriff Weaver noted that, “While 
Roberts was engaging the suspect in the 
gun battle, she placed herself in the line 
of fire, effectively shielding me from the 
suspect. She saved my life.” Tragically, 
two Jerome County Sheriff’s Deputies 
were killed in the violent shootout. For 
her heroism in this fatal incident, 


Roberts was awarded the Jerome County 
Sheriff’s Office Medal of Valor in 2001. 


LA: Target Rich For Terrorism 


Councilman Jack Weiss has taken a 
bold step forward by authoring 4 for- 
mal plan tilted “Preparing Los Angeles 
for Terrorism.” It is available on the 
web at www.lacity.org/council/cd5/. 
Watch commanders, AWC’s, tacticians 
and planners should all take a look at it. 

In other countries, frontline police 
officers are being attacked and killed by 
terrorists. Some of the tactics have 
included terrorists who secret them- 
selves by lying down in the bed of a 
pick-up truck which is lined with metal 
plates to protect them. An observer in a 
layoff vehicle such as a motorcycle 
watches as the driver of the pick-up 
sucks patrol officers into a trap. At the 
right moment, the terrorists pop-up, 
shoot the officers, then duck-down to the 
hidden protection of the truck bed as the 
driver speeds off. 

Another scenario includes an attack by 
motorcyclists who pull up alongside 
your patrol car, whip out a gun and spray 
your vehicle with automatic weapon 
fire. Perhaps you remember that sce- 
nario from the movie “Clear and Pre- 
sent Danger. It is happening in other 
parts of the world. It could happen here. 
We need to stay aware. 

These things are real, this is how ter- 
rorists do it. LA is a target-rich environ- 
ment both symbolically and factually. 
What do terrorists want to accomplish? 
What targets would you attack to reach 
your goals? If the goal is to destroy 
national commerce, look to areas such as 
the Harbor, LAX [which has had one 
attempt foiled and one actual incident at 
El Al] and look at surface transportation 
hubs. If the goal is to attack the symbols 
of “American Idolatry” look to the sym- 
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| know this comes as no surprise to 
anyone at this point but Chief Bratton is 
our new Chief of Police. I truly look for- 
ward to the new perspective and view of 
our Department that he brings with him. 
Chief Bratton is a true reformer and 
hopefully that will bring with it new 
views of the rank and file and a new 
respect for the rank and file that upper 
management has for so long lost. 

I encourage everyone to embrace 
Chief Bratton as one of our own. We 
have been waiting for far too long to 
have leadership return to Los Angeles 
but I believe it has arrived. It is time to 
get back to work and put bad guys in jail 
and make this city safe. Chief Bratton 
brings to Los Angeles a reputation of 
standing behind his officers even when 
the media stirs up hate and discontent in 
the community.

529 College Savings Plan 


Many of you are or will be looking at 
sending your children to college some 
day. I can’t predict what the cost will be 
when your child goes to college but it 
could be significantly more expensive 
than it is right now. The current statistics 


say that an average state school will cost 
you more than $40,000 for four years, 
with some state schools topping out at 
$70,000. It’s scary to think what a top- 
rated private school costs. 

With all that in mind, you need to plan 
for the future and make tough budget 
decisions. There are many different 
kinds of savings plans available and | 
would encourage you to look into the 
various plans available. The 529 College 
Savings Plan just happens to be one that 
you might consider as a result of the tax 
benefits it has. 

The money put into a 529 College 
Savings Plan is after-tax money. The 
money is then put into an investment 
vehicle like mutual funds. The money 
that you contribute accumulates tax free 
from that point on. You can contribute as 
much or as little as you need until the 
account reaches $232,000. (You can’t 
put more than $55,000 in a single year 
without exceeding the federal gift tax 
exclusion.) You control the withdrawals. 
If your child goes to an accredited col- 
lege in the country, it is tax-free. If your 
child doesn’t go to college you can: 


¢ Leave the assets invested in the 


account until later use. 


¢ Change the beneficiaries to another 
family member. 


¢ Withdraw the assets and pay income 
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taxes and a federal 10% additional tax 
on earnings. 


Like I said earlier, this is just one plan 
available. I encourage you to look at 
what is available and plan for the future. 
It will be here sooner than you think. 


New Homes Available

people at the PLAYA VISTA housing 
development in Pacific Division. The 
reason for the meeting was that a young 
officer had mentioned that even though 
he was making good money he could not 
afford to buy a home in Los Angeles ina 
good neighborhood. 

I went to Playa Vista and spoke with 
Steve Soboroff to see if he could help. | 
found out that they are currently building 
3.000 units ranging in price from 
$250,000 to over a million dollars. The 
development is really amazing. | was told 
that any LAPD officer that wants to buy 
a home for them will be given priority on 
the housing list. What does that mean to 
you? I was told there are approximately 
30,000 people on a list for 3,000 homes, 
the laws of supply and demand certainly 
apply in the housing market. 





I am also working with them on some 
financing programs that may benefit you. 
They have offered to have an open house 
for us if enough people are interested. I 
will keep you updated on anything new 
that comes up.

Residents of the city 
were not convinced that he needed to 
step down, and few city leaders were 
brave enough to join us in our call to 
bring new leadership to the department, 
in order to restore public safety and 
resolve the problems with recruitment 
and retention. 

We all know what has happened since 
then. Mayor Hahn showed leadership 
and courage in the face of many critics 
and did not renew Chief Parks’ contract; 
a majority of the City Council supported 
this decision. Martin Pomeroy came out 
of retirement to lead the LAPD while the 
search for a new chief was conducted. 
Even during his four-month stint as 
chief, we saw improvements at the 
department in recruitment and retention, 
officer morale and reductions in crime. 
It seems all the department really need- 
ed to nght itself was the breath of fresh 
air provided by a new and more capable 
leader, one who could identify with the 
officers and the community and heed 
their concerns — and that is what Chief 
Pomeroy provided. We will always be 
thankful to him for that. 

Now we move on to the next chapter. 
Along with a new chief, William Brat- 
ton, comes a new era at the LAPD. As 
Mayor Hahn said when discussing the 
need for new leadership a the LAPD, it is

The 
LAPD will be the sixth police organiza- 
tion Bratton has overseen — and at each 
he has had significant accomplishments 
in reducing crime and implementing 
reforms. 

Most recently, Bratton served for a 
year as a member of the team overseeing

Incorporation of the San Fernando 
Valley Area as a new city: To pass, 
this measure requires approval by a 
majority of voters in the proposed 
new city, as well as a majority of vot- 
ers citywide, including the Valley. The 
process of secession is technically 
called a “special reorganization” 
under state law. It entails a simultane- 
ous “detachment” from an existing 
city (the City of Los Angeles) and 
“incorporation” of a new city (the Val- 
ley). 

If approved by the voters, the special 
reorganization would incorporate the 
area as a general law city effective July 
1, 2003. It would also transfer to the 
new city local City of Los Angeles 
assets, such as police and fire stations, 
libraries, and community parks, with- 
out compensation to the City of Los 
Angeles. Finally, it would require the 
City of Los Angeles to provide water, 
power and wastewater services at the 
same rates for customers of the same 
class in the new city as in the City of 
Los Angeles. 


Measure G, Selection of City Name, 
Proposed City of San Fernando Valley: 
Only Valley voters will decide on Mea- 
sure G. The choices are Camelot, Mis- 
sion Valley, Rancho San Fernando, San 
Fernando Valley and Valley City. Val- 
ley voters will also select a mayor and 
City Council. 


Measure H, Detachment of Hollywood 
Area from the City and Incorporation 
of the Hollywood Area as a new city: 
Just like Measure E Measure H asks 
voters to decide if Hollywood should 
become its own city, in the same way 
the Valley wants to secede. The same 
consequences occur if Hollywood 
secedes as if the Valley secedes. Holly- 
wood voters will also decide on a new 
mayor and City Council.

Court of Appeal Rules 
Investigation Files Can Be 
Examined By Officer Even If 
No Discipline Is Imposed 


Recently the Third Appellate District of 
the California Court of Appeal in Sacra- 
mento Police Officers Association et al. 
ys. Arturo Venegas Jr. et al. ruled that the 
events that trigger an officer’s night under 
the Public Safety Officers Bill of Right 
Act (Government Code section 3300 et 
seq.) to read and respond to adverse com- 
ments in his/her personnel file, or any 
other file used for any personnel purpos- 
es by the employer, are not limited to for- 
mal disciplinary actions, such as a repri- 
mand, admonishment or other specific 
findings of misconduct. Rather, the court 
ruled that an officer’s nghts are triggered 
by the entry of any adverse comment in a 
personnel file or any other file used for a 
personnel purpose. 

In Sacramento, the factual back- 
ground arose out of an allegation of neg- 
lect of duty against Sergeant Michael B. 
Kime (“Kime”) while he was assigned to 
the Sacramento Police Department’s 
Bomb Squad (“Department”). In late 
1995, Kime’s take-home vehicle was 
stolen from his possession. Hours later, 
it was recovered by the Department. 
Kime believes that his supervisor made a 


complaint charging him with neglect of 


duty. In any event, an investigation by 
the Department’s internal affairs section 


was commenced. Pending the investiga- 
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~Kime was removed from his 
Kime commenced litigation over his 
removal from the bomb squad. It was 
resolved when the Department conceded 
that Kime was entitled to administrative 
review and agreed to return him to his 
position with the bomb squad. Ultimate- 
ly, no adverse action was taken as the 
result of the internal affairs investigation. 

The case before the Court of Appeal 
began when Kime filed a petition for a 

writ of mandate pursuant to the Bill of 
Rights Act (Gov. Code, §3309.5), seek- 
ing access to, and an opportunity to 
review and rebut, any document in any 
file within the Department that con- 
tained comments adverse to his inter- 
ests—specifically, any document relat- 
ing to an allegation that Kime was neg- 
lectful in his duty with respect to the 
theft of his city-owned car. 

In response to the petition, the Depart- 
ment asserted there were no records in 
Kime’s personnel files concerning the 
stolen car incident, and said: “While Inter- 
nal Affairs may have records relating to 
alleged misconduct, such allegations did 
not result in discipline nor are the Internal 
Affairs records a personnel record.” 

A representative of the Department 
declared that an examination of Kime’s 
personnel file kept in the personnel sec- 
tion, of pertinent watch level files, and 
of informal disciplinary records kept in 
the office of the chief of police revealed 
NO entries or records, adverse or other- 
wise, with respect to the stolen car inci-

because (1) he had not established that 
any adverse personnel action was taken 
against him, and (2) the Department had 
shown that internal affairs index cards 
were not used for evaluations, assign- 
ments, status changes, or to impose dis- 
cipline. 

The Court of Appeal reversed and 
remanded the case back to the Superior 
Court based on the following rationale. 

The court recognized that the particu- 
lar provisions of the Bill of Rights Act 
that apply to the case were sections 3305 
and 3306 of the Government Code. 

Section 3305 provides: “No public 

safety officer shall have any comment 
adverse to his interest entered in his per- 
sonnel file, or any other file used for any 
personnel purposes by his employer, 
without the public safety officer having 
first read and signed the instrument con- 
taining the adverse comment indicating 
he is aware of such comment, except that 
such entry may be made if after reading 
such instrument the public safety officer 
refuses to sign it. Should a public safety 
officer refuse to sign, that fact shall be 
noted on that document, and signed or 
initialed by such officer.” 

Section 3306 provides: “A public safe- 
ty officer shall have 30 days within 
which to file a written response to any 
adverse comment entered in his person- 
nel file. Such written response shall be 
attached to, and shall accompany, the 
adverse comment.” 

In construing these statutory provi- 

sions, the court was guided by the recent 
decision of the California Supreme 

Court in County of Riverside vs. Superi- 

or Court (2002) 27 Cal.4th 793 (here- 

after County of Riverside), published 
after the trial court ruled in this matter. 

League panel attorney Mike Stone suc- 

cessfully represented the officer in the 

Riverside case. 

Quoting with approval the decision 
in Aguilar yv. Johnson (1988) 202 
Cal.App.3d 241, the Supreme Court 
concluded that the language in the Bill 
of Rights Act should be construed broad- 
ly to include any document that ~...may 
serve as a basis for affecting the status of 
[a peace officer’s] employment,” regard- 
less of whether it is kept separate from 
the officer’s general personnel file. 
Accordingly, the Supreme Court 
“reject[ed] the assertion that a law 
enforcement agency’s background inves- 
tigation of a peace officer during proba- 
tionary employment is somehow not a 
personnel matter subject to the Bill of 
Rights Act.” “The label placed on the 
investigation file is irrelevant. The mate- 
rials in the file unquestionably “...may 
serve as a basis for affecting the status of 
the employee’s employment, ...indeed, 
that is the very purpose of the back- 

ground investigation.” The Supreme 
Court went on to say its conclusion that 
the Bill of Rights Act applies was “valid 
even where the background investigation 
concerns a matter that occurred prior to 
the commencement of employment.” 
Moreover, where “the adverse comments 
arise out of an investigation, the very 
purpose of which was to assess the 
employee's qualifications for continued 
employment . - . the Bill of Rights Act 
applies, whether or not the comments are 
prepared and filed prior to termination. 

Consistent with the decision in Coun- 
ty of Riverside, the court in Pag ee 
gave appropriate consideration to the 









fact that the Legislature utilized broad 
language in enacting sections 3305 and 
3306 and held that the events that will 
trigger an officer’s rights under those 
statutes are not limited to formal disci- 
plinary actions, such as the issuance of 
letters of reproval or admonishment or 
specific findings of misconduct. Rather, 
an officer’s rights are triggered by the 
entry of any adverse comment in a per- 
sonnel file or any other file used for a 
personnel purpose. 

The court in Aguilar previously 
addressed the meaning of an adverse 
comment for the purposes of sections 
3305 and 3306 of the Bill of Rights Act. 
It noted; “Webster defines comment as 
‘an observation or remark expressing an 
opinion or attitude. . . 

‘Adverse’ is defined as ‘In opposition 
to one’s interest. DETRIMENTAL, 
UNFAVORABLE.” Thus, for example, 
under the ordinary meaning of the statu- 
tory language, a citizen's complaint of 
brutality is an adverse comment even 
though it was “uninvestigated” and the 
chief of police asserted that it would not 
be considered when personnel decisions 
are made. 

The Sacramento court found the rea- 
soning in Aguilar to be persuasive, as 
did the Supreme Court of County of 
Riverside. The court stated that in its 
usual and ordinary import, the broad 
language employed by the Legislature in 
sections 3305 and 3306 does not limit 
their reach to comments that have result- 
ed in, or will result in punitive action 
against an officer. The Legislature 
appears to have been concerned with the 
potential unfairness that may result from 
an adverse comment that is not accom- 
panied by punitive action and, thus, will 
escape the procedural protections avail- 
able during administrative review of a 
punitive action. As the court explained, 
even though an adverse comment does

To the contrary, the court concluded that, 
regardless of whether the Cae 
agency contemplates or has rejected Tur 
ther action regarding an adverse com- 
ment made against a peace one 
employee, the officer 1s entitled to oe 
closure of the comment if it is entered In 
an agency file used for a personnel Ba 
pose. This conclusion 1S consistent wi 
the reasoning of County of Riverside, 
which implies that an adverse comment 
contained in a background investigation 
file is subject to disclosure even if the 
officer does not suffer some sort of 
adverse consequence, as long as it has 
that potential. The Bill of Rights Act 
applies to any comment that may serve 
as a basis for adversely affecting the sta- 
tus of the peace officer's employment. 

The Sacramento case is of special sig- 
nificance to all LAPD officers. It rein- 
forces your rights under the Bill of 
Rights Act. The courts now have another 
appellate decision that clearly supports 
the right of officers to discover and 
respond the adverse comments in files 
used for personnel matters.

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Take Back The Streets, But Have 


The Consent Decree in Your Back Pocket | 


Chief Bratton has told LAPD officers 
that it is time to take back the streets. 
Chief Bratton has also left little doubt 
that he is in favor of the Consent Decree 
and plans to enforce it. Therefore, an 
officer has to know how to take back the 
streets without violating the Consent 
Decree. The Decree is too complicated 
to discuss in a short column, but there 
are some warning bells that can be 
heard. It would be a good career move 
for you to know what the Consent 
Decree has to say about street level 
police work. 

First, the Consent Decree does say that 
you can do police work. 


“Nothing in this Agreement is 
intended to alter the lawful authority of 
LAPD police officers to use reasonable 
and necessary force, effect arrests and 
file charges, conduct searches or make 
seizures, or otherwise fulfill their law 
enforcement obligations to the people 
of the City of Los Angeles in a manner 
consistent with the requirements of 
the Constitutions and laws of the 
United States and the State of Califor- 
nia. [Paragraph 7 of the Consent 
Decree, emphasis added] 


You can see the catch, though. Who 


defines what is consistent with the 
requirements of the Constitution? Since 
the whole basis of the Consent Decree 
arose because of the issue of LAPD vio- 
lating the constitutional rights of citi- 
zens, this should be the focus of your 
attention to consent decree issues. Why? 
Because constitutional concepts of prob- 
able and reasonable cause, or rather the 
lack of it, have been elevated to the sta- 
tus of a disciplinary issue. It is one of the 
core orders of the Decree to refrain from 
constitutional violations. 


“The City is enjoined from engag- 
ing in a pattern or practice of conduct 
by law enforcement officers of the 


LAPD that deprives persons of rights, 
privileges, or immunities secured or 


protected by the Constitution or laws 
of the United States.” [Paragraph 12 


of the Consent Decree, emphasis 
added] 


The Decree also requires that you 
report any violation of constitutional 
rights to the Department (acquiescing to 
misconduct has been given a whole new 
dimension). 


“The Department shall continue to 
require officers to report to the LAPD 
without delay: any conduct by other 


years. You, however, on the street will 
have to make decisions on the spot that, 
under the Consent Decree, are allega- 
tions of misconduct if someone dis- 
agrees with your interpretation of the 
law. Furthermore, you are going to have 
to second guess every law enforcement 
action of all the other officers 1n your 
purview because you have a duty to 
report any violation of search and 
seizure under the provisions of the Con- 
sent Decree “without delay.” 

Allegations of misconduct now com- 
monly read that on such and such a date, 
Officer Glutz detained gang member so 
and so without reasonable cause. Or 
entered such and such a residence with- 
out probable cause. Or arrested, or 
searched so and so, without probable 
cause. In addition, the Consent Decree 
requires that Internal Affairs investigate 
these kinds of allegations and, naturally, 
the TEAMS system will keep track of all 
the allegations (sustained or not) so the 
“At Risk” division can be notified if 
your name pops up in the computer too 
many times. The bottom line is that your 
law enforcement decisions can have a 
significant impact on your career. 

Your challenge is to take back the 
streets in a way that allows you to safely

“Probable cause” to arrest exists 
when the totality of the circumstances 
or “total atmosphere” of the case 
would lead a person of ordinary care 
and prudence to entertain an honest 
and strong suspicion that the person to 
be arrested is guilty of a crime. [Cali- 
fornia Peace Officers Legal Source- 
book, section 2, IV, G] 


Remember that if you stop someone for 
a chat, you have probably detained that 


go home at night and still have career 
prospects the next day. This will take 
knowledge and technique. 

Technique is important because you 
not only have to be fault free, you have 
to be able to prove you are fault free. The 
Consent Decree puts your credibility and 
a complainant’s credibility on the same 
level. 


“There shall be no automatic prefer- 
ence of an officer’s statement over the 


statement of any other witness includ- 
ing a complainant who ts also a wit- 
ness. There shall be no automatic judg- 


ment that there is insufficient informa- 


person. If you significantly change a sus- 
pect’s physical location without consent, 
you have probably made an arrest. Before 
you do either of these things, think about 
sitting across that table from an Internal 
Affairs investigator a couple of months 
later explaining on tape what your te 
sonable suspicion or probable cause Was. 
If you think about that before you take 
law enforcement action, you will be miles 
ahead in the game. Then think about how 
you are going to prove what you are stat- 
ing. If you are weak in either of these two 
tests, pass the law enforcement action by

Stravropoulos, 41, 
Honored Detective

Anthony R. Stavropoulos, a 21- 
year Los Angeles Police Department 
veteran and this year’s Narcotics 
Division Valley Bureau Detective of 
the Year, died Monday from compli- 
cations of lung cancer. He was 47. 

Stavropoulos, a resident of Simi 
Valley, spent 14 years working nar- 
cotics in the Valley, specializing in 
white-supremacist groups dealing 
methamphetamines out of clandes- 
tine labs. 

He was a very hard-charging detec- 
tive,’ said Rob Holcomb, who 
worked with Stavropoulos in the Val- 
ley narcotics section. He was very 
tenacious. (His death) hit a lot of us 
pretty hard.” 

Affectionately called “Big Tony” 
by colleagues because of his 5-foot- 
11, 300-pound frame, Stavropoulos 
was scheduled to receive a Detective 
of the Year Award next month at a 
local law enforcement recognition 
luncheon hosted by Councilman Hal 


Bernson’s office. Instead, he will be 
honored posthumously. 

Stavropoulos previously received 
the Police Star—the Department's 
third-highest honor—for rescuing 4 
bank teller held hostage by a knife- 
wielding robber on Ventura Boulevard. 

A heavy smoker, his health began 
to decline over a year ago. He was 
diagnosed with lung cancer earlier 
this summer, but kept a positive atti- 
tude, believing he could beat it. 

Up to two weeks ago he said he 
was feeling better?’ Holcomb said. 
“We're going to miss him.” 

He is survived by his wife, Peggy: 
sons, Trevor and Sean; and daughters, 
Alicia and Emma.

In the September 2002 edition of the 
Blue Line, League attorneys Hank Her- 
nandez and Gary Ingemunson attacked 
the integrity and competence of the men 
and women League members assigned 
to Critical Incident Investigation Divi- 
sion (CIID). The insulting and inaccu- 
rate articles penned by these two attor- 
nevs offended and angered the hard 
working detectives of CIID. Just when 
morale in the Department Is starting to 
rise, these articles pull rug out from 
under these detectives and dumps their 
morale in the hopper. Their inflammato- 
ry distribes no doubt have instilled fear 
in officers and a lack of confidence that 
critical incidents in which they may have 
become involved will be properly inves- 
tigated. We can only hope that the arti- 


cles will not cause an officer to wait an 

extra split second in a critical incident to 

consider the outcome of the investiga- 
tion and thereby subject him or herself to 
injury. 

It is naive to believe that the detectives 
who have been formerly assigned to the 
Officer-Involved Shooting (OIS) Section 
would never leave that assignment, even 
via retirement or death, so there would 
be no need to bring in new detectives 
and train them to continue carrying the 
torch. It was alluded in the article that 
three former OIS detectives left CIID 
mainly because they were dissatisfied 
with the division’s mission. In fact, two 
of the detectives retired with 32 and 27 
years, respectively, of service. The third 
detective is on long term sick status. 

An organization, and in this case a 
division, will atrophy if new blood is not 
infused into it. CIID was formed in April 
2001, to investigate categorical uses-of- 
force as mandated by the Consent 
Decree. The detectives selected for this 
assignment are experienced investiga- 
tors, many with previous assignments in 
homicide, sex crimes and other complex 
investigative units, They are dedicated, 
hard working, expert investigators who 
uphold the highest standards of integrity 
and professionalism. Every member of 
CIID recognizes the importance of a cat- 
egorical use-of-force investigation and 
the impact it has on officers’ careers and 
lives. They are dedicated to conducting a 
neutral, unbiased, fact finding investiga- 
tion.

prosecuted. Yet, this high standard does 
not apply to law enforcement managers. 
Currently, a manager can maliciously, 
with the intent to injure an officer, 
deprive the officer of his or her nghts 
guaranteed by the Peace Officers Bill of 
Rights—and there is little by way of 
legal redress the officer can do. 

Under current law, the officer 1s limit- 
ed to petitioning the court for injunctive 
relief to prevent current and future 
POBR violations of these types. Howev- 
er, there are no sanctions 1n place against 
the department or agency, and the worst 


thing that can happen to the employee is 
for a court to tell the employer, “Don't 
do that,’ after the aggrieved officer has 
often suffered years of financial, person- 
al and professional harm. 

SB 1516 was signed by the Governor 
and provides peace officers with the 
ability to protect their rights under 
POBR in a matter similar to the civil 
rights laws that allow private counsel for 
the plaintiff to act as attorneys’ general 
in enforcing and protecting these statuto- 
ry rights. SB 1516 provides that, in addi- 
tion to injunctive relief, any public safe-

puter users to physically securing com- 
puters and network devices to imple- 
menting firewalls, biometric authentica- 
tion technologies and other sophisticated 
security measures. System security and 
vulnerabilities are also discussed in 
terms of specific operating systems and 
application software, with instructions 
for securing Windows, UNIX/Linux, 
Macintosh and mainframe systems as 
well as discussion of how to protect 
wireless networks. 


For those of us fascinated by how 
computer criminals are tracked down, 
the book talks about cybercrime detec- 
tion, exploring the techniques used by 
digital detectives and showing readers 
how to recognize possible system com- 
promise and even how to track down 
cybercriminals by understanding email 
headers and tracing domain names and 
IP addresses. IP spoofing (forging of the 
“return address’’) and other anti-detec- 
tion techniques used by cybercriminals 
are discussed, as well. 

While not too technical, the book 
talks about the nitty-gritty of the com- 
puter crimes investigator’s work: col- 
lecting and preserving digital evidence. 
I was surprised to learn that “data does- 
n’t leave” — at least, not as easily as 
computer users believe. You'll find out 
how “deleted” and “erased” data can be 
recovered, even from hard disks that 
have been formatted or repartitioned. 
You'll also find out all the places on a 
system where data hides — from the

bols of the entertainment industry where 
large numbers of people gather. If you 
work in one of those areas, realize that 
you too, are a target. 


We're on the front line. If you aren’t 
petting training in,these areas,.ask tor it. 
Don’t be a “blue canary” or fc 
brothers and sisters at the Sheriffs — 


don’t be a “tan-and-green canary.” 

Ordinary patrol officers usually don’t 
get to go to the highly specialized train- 
ing that you will need as a first-respon- 
der. The officer who got the training 
goes to work 9-5/M-F and will be in bed 
when you need the knowledge at the 
scene on Mids. That 1s why I believe it’s 
important for each one of us to get anti- 
terrorism training and practice our 
response. I have been fighting for a year 
to make that happen through formal 

_channels. Here are some options. 

Basic Instruction. Training via CD 
Rom is very affordable. One company 
offers a 16-hour course on recognizing 
the greatest threats to officers, the most 
common types of attacks, how to identi- 
fy them and how protect yourself from 
them. It also teaches patrol officers how 
do manage the scene of a dirty bomb, 
chemical, and/or biological weapon of 
mass destruction (WMD). For more 
information see .thebackup.com.

One chapter discusses how disk imag- 
ing is used to make exact, working repli- 
cas of disks so as not to damage or 
destroy the original evidence, how data 
can be intercepted when traveling across 
a network, and the special forensics soft- 
ware and equipment that make the inves- 
tigator’s life and job a little easier. For 
the detective in all of us, the book, dis- 
cusses building the case for court. This 
chapter goes into the ways in which 
cybercrimes differ from other types of 
offenses. 

Some readers may be hesitant to tack- 
le a 700+ page book that deals with such 
highly technical subjects. The great 
thing about this one is that the author has 
somehow managed to make it all read- 
able — even enjoyable. The information 
in this book should also be of interest to 
anyone who ever ventures into the online 
world, or knows someone who does. 
Increasingly, at LAPD, that means all of 

us. While I confess I didn’t have the time 
to read every page, I read many more 
pages than I expected to. The book is 
easy to follow and very intriguing for 
any law enforcement person wanting to 
know more about how to deal effectively 
with the surging tide of cybercrime.

n the afternoon of September 24, 2000, a 52-year-old male, armed with a 357 cal- 
iber revolver, entered the side yard of his former residence and shot his ex-wife, 
firing two rounds. The suspect then fled on foot through the residential neighbor- 
hood, shooting two additional victims before reloading his weapon and continuing his 
deadly rampage. 
After shooting a fourth victim, the suspect then entered a business, taking a female 
hostage and forcing her outside to the sidewalk. After the hostage explained that she had 
no money, the male suspect raised the revolver and shot her at point blank range. 


The suspect then walked up the driveway of a nearby residence and disappeared in the 
backyard. 


Communications Division broadcast an “all units” radio call, “Assault with a Deadly 
Weapon, Shots Fired.” Newton Area patrol units responded and questioned witnesses, revealing that the 
Suspect was still armed and possibly in the area. 

An Air Support Division helicopter 
arrived over the scene as the Air Unit 
officers briefly located the suspect in 
the backyard near a wood storage shed. 
The suspect then suddenly disappeared. 
As the helicopter monitored the resi- 
dence and surrounding area, personnel 
on the ground established a perimeter. 

Approximately one hour after the “all 
units” radio call was _ broadcast, 
Metropolitan Division, K-9 Unit offi- 
cers arrived at the scene. 

Officer Gina Holmstrom, a 10-year 
Department veteran, arrived at the com- 
mand post, followed by Officer Brian 
O’Hara, an 18-year veteran, Officer 
David Stambaugh, a 10-year veteran, 
and Sgt. Scott DeFoe, a 10-year veteran. 
Officer Holmstrom briefed the three 
other K-9 Unit officers. — 
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Edward James Olmos and honoree Officer Brian O'Hara. 


The four officers, fully aware that the suspect was an “active shooter” and posing an extreme threat, 
knew that they had to pinpoint the suspect's location. They developed a tactical search plan, utilizing 
Officer Holmstrom’s search dog, “Maxx.” Officer O’Hara was positioned as “point man” and Officer 
Stambaugh and Sgt. DeFoe would serve as cover officers and rear guards. 

The search team, attired in tactical vests and ballistic helmets, initiated the search. Officer Holmstrom 
unleashed the dog and directed him down the driveway toward the backyard. 

Moving with “Maxx,” as he entered the backyard, the team searched in a counter clockwise direction. 
After clearing the east side of the yard, “Maxx” began working the center yard, alongside two vehicles that 
were parked in front of the wood storage shed. 

As “Maxx” arrived at the storage shed, Officer Holmstrom was 15 feet from the door of the shed with 
Officer O’Hara only three feet from Officer Holmstrom. Officer Stambaugh and Sgt. DeFoe were situat- 
ed approximately 35 feet from the door of the shed. 

Monitoring the dog’s actions throughout the search, Officer Holmstrom realized that the suspect was in 
the wood shed as “Maxx” gave the “alert” signal by scratching on the shed’s wrought iron screen door. As 
Officer Holmstrom hand-signaled the other search team members of the suspect’s location, the armed sus- 
pect opened fire on the entire search team. 

Officer Holmstrom, realizing that she and her partners were in an open area without cover, immediate- 
ly advanced toward the suspect, firing two shots from her semi-automatic pistol. She then sought cover by 
diving to the ground next to the driver’s side door of one of the parked vehicles. 

Officer Holmstrom quickly crawled to the rear of the vehicle, while the suspect continued shooting at 
her, Aware that Officer O’Hara, Officer Stambaugh and Sgt. DeFoe were in an open area and attempting 
to reach the parked vehicles for cover, Officer Holmstrom fired additional rounds at the suspect. 


Officer O’Hara then advanced toward the threat, attempting to reach the cover of the two parked vehi-

Commendable Incident 


Detectives Timothy Williams and 
Marcella Winn, Robbery Special 
Section, provided the following: 
Between July 7, 2000, and June 12, 

.. 2002, the city of Los Angeles, along 
with several neighboring jurisdictions, 
became the target of an armed bank rob- 
ber. This suspect was dubbed the Tennis 
Elbow Bandit, due to the suspect wear- 


ing an ace bandage or other brace to 
cover the tattoo of an Indian on his right 
elbow. In November of 2001, the suspect 
was profiled on several televised news- 
casts. As a result of the newscasts, the 
suspect decided to change his modus 
operandi and began targeting commer- 
cial businesses. As the robberies 
increased, the suspect began to display a 
progressive tendency for violence. 

On June 12, 2002, Officer Mark 
Holguin, a loanee from the elite 
Metropolitan Division, selected the 
stake-out locations as Det. Timothy 
Williams, along with Lieutenants Jim 
Grayson and C. Velez coordinated a task 
force comprised of 160 officers from 
RHD, Operations Valley Bureau, FBI, 
Glendale Police Department, and 
Burbank Police Department. Within two 
hours of the roll call and deployment of 
the officers, Detectives Hagge and 
Tomilin of North Hollywood: Division 
observed the suspect casting the Sav-On 
and Payless Shoes on Vineland and 
Victory Blvd. Det. Hagge requested a 
backup and Detectives Fountain and 
Stubbs of RHD Bank Section responded 
and took the suspect into custody with- 
out incident. 

The suspect confessed to robbing 22 
banks and 15 commercial stores. We at 
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RHD would like to take this opportunity 
to thank the many detectives from 
Operations Valley Bureau, especially 
Detectives Hagge and Tomilin. Without 
their keen observation skills, this suspect 
would have committed another robbery. 
We also extend thanks to the FBI, 


Glendale Police, and the Burbank Police 
Department. 


The case was presented to DDA Frank 
Tavelman, who filed 37 counts of rob- 
bery against this suspect.

Suliveres and Gillani subsequently iden- 
tified him as being the driver of the sus- 
pect vehicle. The victims of the crime 
were brought to the scene and identified 
the suspects, stolen vehicle and stolen 
property.

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PENSION COMMISSION NEWS

Hello colleagues, hope all is well 
with you. 

There are several important issues 
the Board is addressing. The most 
important is establishing a new asset 
allocation that will direct our invest- 
ments over the next four years. This 
decision will determine what percent- 
age of our funds will be invested in 
the various areas of our portfolio, 1.e. 
real estate, bonds, high yield, equity, 
etc. Regarding our fund—how have 
we fared during the stock market’s 
rather chilling returns? Well, we’re 
still about 109% funded, but that’s 
down from about the 113% of 18 
months ago. I believe we will stay 
healthy and grow again. 

Committees are examining and 
exploring a Board Ethics Policy; pro- 
viding a modified subsidy to disabil- 
ity pensioners with less than 10 years 
service, (10 years service is the cur- 
rent law), reducing to age 50 the 
qualification for a medical subsidy, 
(which is now age 55); the issuance 
of a supplemental benefit payment to 
members should our fund exceed a 
specific percentage of “over fund- 
ing.’ Whether some of these or other 
issues being discussed take a Charter 
Change, an Administrative Code 
change, or take place in MOU nego- 
tiations, will determine their level of 
difficulty in being accepted and 
passed into law. It’s a long process, 
but one we are determined and com- 
mitted to follow. 

A change has unexpectedly taken

President, Gay Harwin, has left the 
Commission for an appointment to 
the Department of Water and Power 
Board. She had been appointed by 
former Mayor Riordan and reap- 
pointed by Mayor Hahn. She repre- 
sented our interests to the highest 
degree and she’ll be missed. The 
Board elected active firefighter 
member, Mike Carter as President for 
the following year. Mike just com- 
pleted a four-year term and won, 
unopposed, another five-year stint.

The Pension Department Staff con- 
tinues to give presentations (130+ so 
far) to over 3000 members to explain 
the DROP program and Tier 5 and its 
implications.

I'd like to mention someone who, 
as a member of the Los Angeles 
Retired Fire and Police Association, 
volunteers his time to attend all of 
our Commission and committee 
meetings. Lee Keebler, Vice 
President of the Retired Association 
is a retired firefighter and like oth- 
ers in the Retired Association who 
give of their time to assure you are 
properly represented. Lee monitors 
all Pension Commission activities 
and communicates with the 
Commissioners on your behalf. It’s 
important for you to know of Lee’s 
involvement and that the impor- 
tance and concern of the members is 
his top priority.
